One of the queerest cases on record 
was filed in the Oonnty Clerk’s office 
yesterday. The com plaint is made by 
an old man nam ed F. O. W arner, and 
William Graza is the party complained 
of. There are ten distinct specifications 
in the com plaint. 
The first charges 
Graze with wantonly, wilfully and m a­ 
liciously harassing and annoying W ar­ 
ner, by sending him im pertinent, abusive 
and insulting loiters during the past four 
months, and also to his family on Martin 
Btreet. 
The second count charges defendant 
4 th maliciously reporting plaintiff to 
the H ealth Officer, falsely accusing him 
of keepiog a nuisance (a cow yard) on 
his premises, in order th at the Health 
Officer may come to and inspect and 
annoy the plaiutifT and his family. The 
third count charges Graze with wantonly 
lersuading Councilman Hamilton of the 
sixth 
ward, 
to introduce and have 
>aaeed an ordinance in the City Council 
declaring the premises of plaintiff a pub­ 
lic nuisance. 
The fourth count avers th at defendant 
?:i!fully circulated a report among plain­ 
tiff’s neighbors and customers that plain­ 
tiff kept and sold the milk of several 
cows which he had fed upon swill, slops 
and uther filthy, noxious food, and that 
the milk sold by him was poisoned and 
unfit for hum an or other consumption. 
The fifth allegation is that the defend­ 
ant made nse of the following language: 
“ Warner throws his slops and filth over 
his fence into my back yard.” 
The sixth count charges the use by de­ 
fendant of the following w ords: 
“ War­ 
ner throws water from his hydrant with 
his hose on the roof of my house every 
morning at 4 o’clock.” 
The seventh count avers that defend­ 
ant spoke of plaintiff as using the water 
of the Los Aureles City Water Company 
without their consent, and that Graze 
said, “ end I will report him and have 
him arrested.” 
The eighth count avers the use by de­ 
fendant of these words: 
“ Is that the 
heifer that threw the old m an dow n; 
twas a pity she did not kill the old fool.’’ 
The ninth count quotes the following 
alleged defamatory words: 
“ The old 
fool is keeping a nuisance here, with his 
cows and calves, and unless he abates it 
there will be trouble about it.” 
The tenth allegation reads as follows: 
“ And plaintiff further alleges th a t he 
Is an aged, infirm m an of about 70 years 
of age, who recently came to California 
that be mipht pass the rem ainder of his 
days in quiet repose, inhaling those life- 
giving and invigorating balmy zephyrs 
of this exhilarating climate, and that 
here on Martin Btreet he purchased him 
a quiet little nook surrounded by oiange 
trees, jessamines and roses, where he 
hoped to pass the rem ainder of his de­ 
clining years in that peace and repose 
usually allotted and allowed to the hum ­ 
ble and quiet citizen of seventy sum 
mere ; and plaintiff further alleges that 
the defendant is a vigorous but vicious 
young man of about 30 years of age, 
whose sole delight seems to be to worry 
and annoy this plaintiff in the quiet en­ 
joym ent of his honest and hard earLed 
home.” 
The plaintiff asks $4,500 damages and 
that defendant may be enjoined from 
further molesting or annoying him . 
It is needless to say th a t the attorney 
for the plaintiff is no less a person than 
Colonel Mike W haling, of the Eighth 
ward, and of the School Board. The 
fervent and poetic pleading of the com­ 
plaint m arks the effusion as one of 
‘W haling’sow n.” This is destinod to 
be one of the most notable of th e cuuse 
celebre ever tried in this county.

E d i t o r s H e r a l d —It is gratifying to 
observe public opinion at length m ani­ 
festing itself in opposition to the internal 
revenue system, as per recent publi­ 
cans in your paper.

No m atter what your business 
may be, you must conciliate the Govern­ 
m ent “ pet” if your association is at all 
dependent on the revenue laws.

most degrading, shameful arrangement, 
and too contemptible for a great Govern­ 
m ent like ours.

There was a moderately good attend­ 
ance yesterday at the F air daring the 
day, and in the evening a very good 
crowd filled the building. The exhibits 
are now all in place, and the public will 
in d everything in good order. From 
this time on th e Fair should be well pat­ 
ronised. Its m erits as an exposition of 
th e produce and manufactures of this 
section of the State cannot be questioned 
and they deserve recognition on the part 
of the public. 
Yesterday evening the Seventh Regi­ 
m ent band was again in attendance, and 
rendered a good programme of popular 
music. The pianos on the stage were 
generally in use when th e band was not 
playing, and it is a noticeable fact that 
the acoustic properties of the Pavilion are 
such that the sound of a piano can be 
heard to the farthest corner. 
Among th e visitors were noted the 
faces of a great many prominent 
There was a very large percentage of young 
people, and among these a great many 
{>retty girls. The se»ts around the gal- 
ery are a very popular place of resort for 
those who wish to look down and watch 
the crowd below and listen to the music. 
As all parts of the building are bril­ 
liantly illuminated, the sight is a very 
attractive one. 
The Directors exp?»?» themselves as 
tolerably well satisfied with the outlook, 
although the attendance thus tar is not 
quits up to what they hope for later on. 
The refreshments are served in the base­ 
m ent by the ladies of the O rphans’ 
Home. The room is tastefully arranged, 
and the ice cream and cake is of a 
superior order. This departm ent of the 
Fair is certainly deserving of very liberal 
patronage. 
The most satisfactory way to give an 
account of the exhibits is to suppose the 
visitor to begin near the Secretary’s desk, 
and wander around the building taking 
in parallel aisles as he comes to them. 
Beginning at the southwest corner of 
the Pavilion, the first exhibit to be no­ 
ticed is a small showcase filled with 
elegantly prepared pressed meats from 
the Norma m arket of M. T. Ryan & Oo. 
Back of this along the wall is arranged an 
exhibit of road carts, gigs and buggies 
from the establishm ent of Newell Mat­ 
thews. 
Hawley, King & Co. come next, 
w ith buggies, delivery wagons and phae­ 
tons—an excellent display'. 
The Pacific Clay Manufacturing Com­ 
pany, of South Riverside, has the stall 
next to the door leading into the annex. 
They have a good display of vitrified 
pipe, building DlockB, chimney pieces and 
ollas, together with some artistic work in 
clay. 
Going out into the annex the average 
visitor’s interest in electrical apparatus 
will probably cause him to look first at 
th e Thompson-Houston electric plant, 
which furnishes light and heat to the 
building. I t is supplied by the Rhodes 
A Keese Co., of this city. The engine is 
contributed by £ . K. Green and the 
dynam o is owned by the Redondo Beach 
Company, but was loaned to the Agri­ 
cultural Association by Captain Ains­ 
worth for this occasion. The arc lamps 
throughout the building burn with a 
steady and clear light. The directors of 
the fair thought that the public would 
be interested in seeing electricity gener­ 
ated, and patronized this company. For 
some reason the Los Angeles Electric 
Light Company refused to allow their 
lamps, which are already in the build­ 
ing, to be used. 
Another prominent exhibit in the an­ 
nex is th at of H . P. Gregory A Co., by 
P. R. K eith, agent. There is a very neat 
little Otto gas engine, a Taylor 15-horse 
power engine, some Blake steam pumps, 
W ebber centrifugal pumps, Sturtevant 
blowers, emery grinders, an Atlas en­ 
gine and 
boiler, 
Gilbert wood-split 
pulleys, Payne’s engine and boiler and 
Jackson vault lights. I t íb a very com­ 
plete and an interesting display. The 
Otto engine is in active operation and at­ 
tracts many visitors. 
Vandoren & Schmidt have an exhibit 
in this part of the building which speaks 
well for a new industry of this city. It 
is a handsome display of sandstone from 
the Van Keith quarries in East Los An­ 
geles. All this stone is taken out inside 
of the city limits. I t is hard and fine 
and works up neatly. 
There is un­ 
doubtedly a future ahead for it. 
Among other exhibits in this annex 
may be m entioned: The windmills, of 
which E . K. Green and W. T. Edwards 
are the agents; a unique folding bath 
tub, of which C. R. Baxter is agent; 
a display by H. Giese of mowers reapers, 
plows, harrows and wagons; steam pnmps 
by the Pacific M anufacturing Company 
and the Star windmill of the Los Angeles 
W indmill Company. 
Hawley, King A 
Co. have here a large exhibit of agricul­ 
tural implements, incubators, plows and 
farm wagons. The Foemir Iron Works of 
this city have an exhibit of iron poets, 
plows, iron fences and agricultural imple- 
mente. 
Here there are also some good 
samples of the work of the Los Angeles 
Pressed Brick and Terra Cotta Company, 
and a patent backboard manufactured in 
Napa. 
The annex contains a small exhibit of 
w hat ought to be one of the best 
Íroduets of the county, v iz.: chickens 
he Los Angeles poultry ranch has half 
a dozen coops, and W. W. Thurston has 
a good dieplav.

The Los Angeles Flouring and Milling 
Company has a magnificent pyram id, 
twenty feet high, and exhibits samples 
showing the processes of the making of 
flour. 
Through th e center of the building are 
scattered a num ber of tables, on which 
fruit and produce are exhibited. 
The

fine exhibit of grapes and corn. The 
V entura display is especially attractive, 
containing sweet potatoes, corn, onions, 
apples, pears, quinces, beans, walnuts 
and dried fruits. 
There are also some 
handsome blocks of asphalt.

They are of com­ 
plete scope, and adm irable in character. 
A full list of all the articles iu this ex­ 
hibit, together with the nam e of the pro 
ducer, will appear later in these columns. 
San Diego people have reason to feel 
very well satisfied with the showing 
which the products of their county make, 
when placed in comparison with those of 
other parts of th e southern section of the 
State.

The Board of Directors of the Chamber 
of Commerce met yesterday to act upon 
the report of the committee appointed to 
consider the letter of General Vandever 
relating to the treatm ent of the wine in­ 
terest of California by tho Internal Reve 
nue Bureau. The following proceedings 
were h a d : 
On the 19th day of September, A. D. 
1889, Hon. J. De Barth Shorb presented 
to the Board of Directors of the Chamber 
of Commerce the following letter from 
General Vandever, w ritten in answer to 
one from Mr. S horb: 


representativ e vandkver’s l e tter. 
J . De Barth Shorb, Esq., Ramona, Cal.: 
D ear Sir —Your communication of 
the 10!h inst. is before me. 
I appreciate all th at you say, and will 
gladly lend what aid I can for the correc­ 
tion of the wrongs of which you complain, 
The W hiskey Ring eeom to have things 
their own way. 
I can see of no more 
effectual method of suppressing them 
than by a repeal of the internal revenue 
laws, and the suppression of the Internal 
Revenue Bureau. 
The persons recently appointed guag- 
era, etc., in this district, are the selec­ 
tions of the Bureau,made without advice 
of, or consultatiou with the Representa­ 
tive. I do not know that I should com­ 
plain, however, for it is hard telling who 
to trust in that line of business, ana I do 
not care to share in the responsibility of 
that kind of appointments. The Whiskey 
Ring send their 
grain-distilled spirits 
abroad free from the internal revenue 
tax of ninety cents per gallon, to be re 
turned in spurious wine for American 
comsumption in competition with the 
genuine product of the American grown 
grape. 
The W hiskey Ring,running the Internal 
Revenue Bureau in its own interest, 
takes precious good care to have only 
such agents appointed as protect their 
monopoly of furnishing free spirit for 
foreign concoctions, while the American 
producer of genuine grape wine is obliged 
to pay ninety cents per gallon for grape 
spirit with which be fortifies his product. 
The iniquities of the internal revenue 
system can only be prevented by ex 
tinguishing it entirely. 
As the law now stands, the Govern 
m ent encourages the production of vil­ 
lainous compounds by the imposition of 
a tax of ninety cents a gallon on an hon­ 
est article.

A nd W hereas, The letter of General 
Vandever, member of Congress from the 
Sixth Congressional District of Califor­ 
nia, to Hon. J. DeBarth Shorb. and 
printed in the L ob Angeles H erald of 
September 18, 1889, [and appended to 
this report], shows that a trust, com­ 
posed of whiskey and spirit manufacturers 
of the East, and known generally as the 
“ Whiskey Ring,’’ have by their own pe­ 
culiar methods apparently dominated the 
administration of the Bureau of Inter­ 
nal Revenue and named nearly all the 
appointees of said bnreau, in order that 
their monopoly might be maintained, 
and that all interests in conflict or com­ 
petition therewith might be crushed.

The Coniine Congress o f American 
N ati.n s Viewed w ith Alarm . 
D elegates A rriving.

N e w Y o r k , September 24.— A special 
from W ashington say s: The State De­ 
partm ent is receiving jost now from oar 
representatives in Europe, a great many 
interesting 
extracts 
from 
European 
journals expressing alarm over the effect 
upon European trade of the coming con 
ference of American nations. 
Some of 
them are almost hysterical in their ap­ 
peals to the South American republics to 
diBtrustour advances and continue to 
trade in Europe. 
Le Tempt, of Paris, has been publish­ 
ing a series of articles expressing the 
gravest fearB as to the consequences of 
the Congress. 
The paper urges English 
and French m erchants to make every 
effort to induce the Hispano-Americas to 
adhere to their ancient systems. 
L a Epoca, of Madrid, also has been 
Íublisbing vigorous comments on the 
Ion gross. 
AN ALARM FROM VIENNA. 
One of the latest communications re­ 
ceived at the State Departm ent is from 
Minister G rant, dated August 8, 1889. 
It is a long article from the Vienna 
Fremienblatt, the organ of the M inister 
ofForeign Affairs of Austria. I t says: 
‘•The United States Government has in­ 
vited all the Governments of the New 
W orld to take part in a Congress to be 
held in Washington under the watch­ 
word of ‘United Am erica,land especially 
America united against Europe. 
Uni­ 
form weights, measures and coinage are 
to be introduced. A Court of Arbitration 
is to be appointed to settle disputes be­ 
tween American States. The encroach­ 
m ent of European States in connec­ 
tion 
with 
American 
affairs 
is to 
be 
jointly 
opposed, and the most 
im portant of all, a uniform tariff rate of 
customs duties is to be established. If 
these ports should be closed to us by 
tariff rales as high as those of the United 
States, a large part of oar workmen, and 
a still larger part of the German, French 
and English laboring men would be in 
danger of losing their employment. It 
would be a serious loss to Europe if the 
politicians of Washington should succeed 
in uniting the whole American continent, 
not in a single free territory, but in a ter­ 
ritory 
surrounded by insurmountable 
castoms barriers.” 
SOME SINISTER ADVICE. 
The Vienna pap9r goes on to say that 
the 8tates to the south of the United 
States are not likely to subm it to the 
wishes of the millionaires of the Union. 
It follows up this statem ent by giving 
them advice as to where they should sell 
their raw material and buy their finished 
products, and urges them not to attem pt 
to change their present European trade 
routes for fear the Americans will take 
undue advantage of them.

served. 
The next case was against the Texas 
Pacific and Missouri, K ansas and Texas, 
for discriminating in freights against 
Hnmboldt, Kansas. The roadB showed 
that these discriminations were removed. 
Decision was reserved. 
The cases of most general interest were 
thoBe 
of 
the 
m erchants 
of H um ­ 
boldt, K ansas, against the Southern 
Pacific, Texas Pacific, Central Pacific, 
Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fe, Mis­ 
souri, Kansas and Texas, and Atlantic 
and Pacific roads. The complaint charges 
that the railroads discriminate in freight 
rates against them in favor of Missouri 
river points. The 
charge specifically 
states that the rate on sugar, car lots, 
from San Francisco to Kansas City, is 65 
cents per hundred,w hile to Humboldt, 117 
miles 
nearer 
San 
Francisco, 
it is 
85 cents per hundred. 
The general 
answer of all the roads in substance is 
the same. They state that the rate of 65 
cents to the Missouri river points is un­ 
just for the service, but is forced upon 
them by competition over the ocean;

The Southern Pa­ 
cific Railroad Company has established 
two stations just below this city that had 
no existence and no cause for their exist­ 
ence two years ago.

ried in teams by the farmers to the depot 
in this city for transportation. 
Ttieee 
stations are Winthrop and Vernondale. 
They are the depots of a section of 
country that has been raised into pro­ 
ductive prosperity because they had the 
sewsge of our city to irrigate and fertilize 
their lands. Here is a comparative table 
of the shipments to and from these two 
stations for the first six months of 1888 
and 1889. It tells the whole story in a 
nutshell of the value of our city sewage:

The Los Angeles Chamber of Com­ 
merce took prompt action yesterday 
upon the letter of General Vandever, in 
which he shows that the Internal Reve­ 
nue Bureau is being used by the whis­ 
key ring for the purpose of crushing out 
the wine industry of California. A serios 
of resolutions (which we publish else­ 
where) were adopted and steps taken to 
have the matter brought conspicuously 
before the country and Congress. 
It is monstrous that the administration 
of a system of laws should be practically 
abandoned by a department of the Gov 
eminent to a ring that is interested in 
crushing out all industries in competition 
with its own. Yet this is an actual fact. 
It is understood that the whiskey ring 
of the United States, composed of a Trust 
which embraces all the distilleries east 
of the Rocky Mountains, and wielding a 
capital of one hnndred millions of dol­ 
lars, is really the power in the Internal 
Revenue Department. 
The wines of 
California are in competition with the 
ring in various ways. 
First, as the 
taste 
develops 
for 
wine 
amongst 
the 
people, 
the 
consumption 
of 
whiskey 
is 
lessened. 
Second, the 
wines of California, both from theii 
quality and purity are driving out the 
imported wines of France, and the 
whiskey ring 
sells a very large per­ 
centage of its prod net in spirits to the 
French wine adulterators for the pnrpope 
of fortifying their manufactures. No tax 
is paid on the spirits than exported, and 
the sparious wines they fortify are re­ 
turned to this country to compete with 
the pure wines of California, which our 
vignerons are forbidden to fortify through 
the construction placed upon the law by 
the Internal Revenue Bureau at the dic­ 
tation of the whiskey ring. 
If the Revenue Bureau were not run 
by the whiskey ring there would be some 
chaDce for the wine-makers of California 
to obtain justice, but as long as the 
ring can make Regulation», binding upon 
our vignerons, through that B neau, and 
secure the appointment of their royrmi- 
dons as age ate and spies, it is impossible 
for the California wine-growers to con­ 
tinue in business. They are harassed 
night and day. A system of espionage and 
nocturnal visitiogs is kept up with a view 
of worrying the wine-maker into despair. 
The law allows the 
appointment of 
twenty-six Government agents for this 
whole State. That wonld 6eem to be 
enough, but (here ate over one hnndred 
acting as such in Southern California 
alone. By some hocus pocas tüe law is 
twisted so as to warrant the ring in 
swelling the twenty-six agents to hun­ 
dreds of underlings as "specials,” who 
are selected according to the depravity of 
their character. 
A man of infamous 
record, handy with his pistol, law-break­ 
ing, overbearing and full of swagger, 
puffed up with a consciousness of his 
"brief authority,” and unscrupulous as 
to the moans he employs to carryout the 
ends of his masters—the whiskey ring— 
that is the kind of fellows who represent 
the Internal Revenue Bureau in this 
State and who are filling every vigneron 
with dismay and disgust. They are paid 
out of the sack of the whiskey ring, and 
they well underttand what power is be­ 
hind them. 
If so infamous a misase of power as is 
permitted in the Revenue Department 
cannot be pat an end to; if the whiskey 
ring is greater than the Government of 
the United States and can subvert its 
officers and the laws to its will, then it 
is time there was some great political 
upheaval. The people will not tolerate 
the domination of so infamous a power, 
The administration of a department of 
the Government in a manner so scanda­ 
lous and tyrannic cannot stand when 
brought out iato the fail view of the 
public eye.

briel Wine Company to London, to a firm 
which furnishes the English army and 
navy with sappliea of this kind. The 
result of the venture was an order for 
five puncheons of brandy to be forwarded 
at once to London. 
There is no doubt 
this is but the initial one of many orders. 
The price paid is not made known, bnt 
this much is revealed, that if the whole 
brandy product of this section were sure 
of as good a market, the price of grapes 
would rise at once to $20 a ton. 
These 
markets will be opened, and that price will 
be paid for our grapes before many years 
pass by. As it is the price being paid is 
$10 a ton. The bankers of this city came 
forward and offered to advance $100,000 
at a low rate of interest to insure the 
working of the grape crop into wine and 
brandy. This is being done for the most 
part by the San Gabriel Wine Company, 
and the result of the movement was to 
raise the price of grapes from $7.50 to $10 
a ton. So small is the crop that not more 
than $50,000 will be required to haudle 
all the crop. That is of course in excess 
of the amounts handled by all the othef 
operators in the district.

D e n v e r , September, 2 4 .—The sendh- 
tional reports wired to New York and 
other eastern cities, last night, >hat 
Frank Pine was the projector of the 
scheme whereby the First National Bank 
of this city was recently robbed of $21,000 
are absolutely without foundation. This 
statement is made on the authority of 
Chief of Police Farley and prominent 
detectives of the city. It is a well known 
fact that Pine was seriously ill at Minne­ 
apolis at the time of the robbery. This 
story probably grew ont of the fact that 
Pine is here ander arrest f or swindling a 
hotel man in Kansas City out of $16,000 
a bogus mining deal. Pine is now 
lying at the point of death of the enlarge­ 
ment of the spleen. 


Los A n g e l e s is suffering at this par­ 
ticular time more from lack of enterprise 
than from any other canse. If we had 
as plentiful a supply of public spirit as of 
climate, for example, we would have a 
smelter for ores here in a very short 
Mme. There are, let us assume, in this 
city fifty people who, during the past ten 
years, have made fortunes of all the way 
from $250,000 to $500,000each. It would 
take perhaps $50,000 to establish a emel- 
tering establishment in the city. Not 
more than 5 per cent, of this need be put 
up at once. In the course of a short time 
as much more would be required. By 
the time half the total sum was paid in, 
the works would be in operation. The 
establishment would not be large, but it 
wonld give employment to fifty people, 
the heads of as many families. From that 
•mall start the concern would grow un­ 
til it would employ several hundred 
men, and it would not require the put­ 
ting up of any more money. The profits 
would do the developing, and in five years 
from now the ownqrs would have a fine 
business, paying large dividends. This 
is but one of many lines of industries 
which might well be developed here at 
this time, with the happiest of resalta to 
those who might enter into them and to 
the community in general. 


It is a nice question to decide whether 
this city belongs to the people who live 
in it or to the Electric Light Company. 
That haughty corporation has refused to 
furnish illumination to the Agricultural 
Fair because the Directors permitted a 
rival company to display its lights there, 
It has also refused to famish lights that 
were required by the Council in the City 
Hall because it was not given the con­ 
tract to pat in the electric wires in the 
building. The city íb now paying at the 
rate of $55,000 per year to this arrogant cor­ 
poration for mast and other street lights. 
That, is an enormous sum for lighting 
this city. It is three times as much as 
is paid by any city of its population in 
the United States. Not only is this the 
oase, bat its lights do not reach the 
brilliancy or the candle-power which the 
company affects to guarantee. We have 
no way of measuring the illuminating 
power of the lights, but nevertheless we 
know that we are not getting the amount 
our money calls for. If we could induce 
the Thompson-Houeton 
Company to 
locate a plant here, we would be greatly 
the gainers by it. Sacramento has al­ 
ways had the advantage of two electric 
light companies in operation there; 
hence that city is well lighted. 


• m a t O u r C U T S e w a g e H a l D o n e , 
The people who so persistently oppose 
the utilization of city sewage in the 
fertilization of the soil, permit their pre­ 
judices to lead them into a position that 
would result in great injury to the well­ 
being of communities, if they formed the 
majority. Before science had mastered 
a knowledge of the chemistry cf the soils, 
and had demonstrated the fact that the 
wastage of great cities was the most 
valuable restorer to lands of the pro­ 
ductive power impaired by long-con­ 
tinued 
cultivation 
without

tion, the suburbs of populous centers 
gradually became barren wastes and 
blasted heaths. But when the preju­ 
dices of ignorance were overcome, and 
sewage was made to perform its natural 
function in vitalizing the impoverished 
soils adjacent to the great cities, their 
suburbs at once became seats of industry 
and production.
